Throwing in thousands of new 


troops the Germans are making a 
desperate effort to drive back the 
allied lines in Flanders and capture 
Ypres and the hill positions in the 
southwest 
Many attacks in strong 


force, aided by powerful artillery 
fire, have been futile and the allied 
soldiers are standing firm while in- 
flicting severe losses on the enemy. 


Against the British around Voor- 


mezeele and the French in the re- 
gion of Locre the Germans are mak- 
ing their heaviest strokes, but each 
assault has been thrown back bril- 
liantly. 
Especially bitter is the 


fighting in and around the villages 
of Voormezeele and Locre which are 
still held by the British and French. 


From the 12-mile front between 


Bailleul and Zillebeke the enemy 
has extended his attacks to the 
north of Ypres against the Belgians 
along the Yser. But he is meeting 
with no more success here than else- 
where 
in Flanders, the Belgians 


hurling the Germans from positions 
they had occupied by counter-at- 
tacks. 


Ypres is yet to be attacked direct- 


ly from the east, but from the inten- 
sity of the enemy assaults south and 
southwest it is evident that the Ger- 
mans desire most to take the hill 
positions west of Mount Kemmel. 
To hold these hills would not only 
menace the entire allied position in 
Flanders and eastward toward Dun- 
kirk, but would virtually compel the 
evacuation of Ypres.

WOMEN AND WAR-WOKK . 


. One of the most serious questions 
arising in regard to -women-workers 
in new fields, is that of the lifting of 
neavy weights. In many cases it is 


Afound that women who have gone to 
work in such places as railroad 
yards, are compelled to lift 100 
pounds or more at a time. 


It has heen said in defense of this 


practice, that women have shown 
long before this in such employment 
as laundry work that they could lift 
these heavy weights. In some laund- 
ries , for instance, 
they have to 


handle great baskets full of wet 
clothes, 
requiring 
great 
lifting 


ability. 


To this it,is replied that in laun- 


dry work only occasional lifting of 
this kind may be required, while in 
a railroad yard the work may be 


WORKERS AND JOBS. 


The securing of competent help to 


operate our industries up to a few 
years ago was a matter left largely 
to individual producers. 


Inability to get labor has terribly 


hamp'ered our production. No pro- 
ducer would undertake any consid- 
erable enlargement of his undertak- 
ings unless he positively knew that 
he could get help for the necessary 
labor. 


Getting the labor that is needed 


for an expanding industry is a most 
perplexing 
problem. 
A manager 


after long effort will get one depart- 
ment enlarged. Then he finds that 
several 
other 
departments either 


cannot handle the bigger product of 
the enlarged department, or cannot 
supply it with the half-finished ma- 
terial it needs. To get a growing in- 
dustry supplied with an equivalent 
amount of help in all departments, 
takes longer than it seems likely to 
on paper. 


Furthermore, 
unemployment in 


past years has been greatly in- 
creased by the difficulty of bringing 
the worker and the job together. In 
some parts of the country there 
would be a demand for labor, while 
in others men would be idle. 


In time of war the holes in our 


industrial system become apparent. 
Our shipbuilding and airplane pro- 
grams have been terribly hampered 
for lack of help. 
Manufacturers 


should look farther ahead and not 
wait until they actually need men 
before taking steps to secure them. 


The first and obvious thing, is to 


advertise thoroughly in the local 
newspaper. The help secured from 
near at hand is most permanent and 
satisfactory. 
After the local field 


has been thoroughly canvassed, the 
producer must expect to look to na- 
tional and state agencies for help. 
The United States employment ser- 
vice is doing excellent work, and is 
helping many industries to get help 
from 
a distance 
that 
otherwise 


would have been unable to expand 
their production.

Congress has. been magnificent—

Concord, N. H, April 30. — The 


sale of liquor in New Hampshire, 
after Laving been legalized for 15 
years, will cease tonight. In 1903 
the legislature enacted 
an amend- 


ment to the prohibition law which 
has been in effect for a generation, 
permitting towns and cities by local 
option elections to authorize the sale 
of intoxicants within -their limits. 
The legislature of 1917 repealed this 
amendment, thus placing the whole 
state under prohibition again. 


It was stipulated that by midnight 


of April 30 all alcoholic beverages 
must be 
removed 
from 
saloons. 


Many saloonkeepers 
cleared 
their 


shelves a day or two in advance and 
ceased business. 


Municipalities nnder t'he law may-
